I recently had the pleasure of at- 
tending the green switch bio-energy meet- 
ing that took place in the Rymer Center. I 
learned about all the newest innovations in 
the “going green” movement. It was really 
fascinating and extremely informative. 

Upon my arrival I was invited to 
take part in the student action group, led 
by Timothy Watts. There I was introduced 
to Candice Graham, a graduate student 
from the University of Tennessee. She was 
a gold mine of information and provided 
many great ideas for the improvement of 
Hiwassee. 

Among these ideas was a club for 
going green. The club would coincide with 
Making Orange Green, the program at UT. 
It would begin by implementing little 
things such as reminding people to turn 
the lights out when leaving rooms with the 
slogan “Switch your thinking.” 

The club could also hold contests. 
One such contest could be to see which 
floors of which dorms could recycle the 
most paper, plastic, and cans. The floors 
that recycle the most would get a prize and 
receive recognition for their success. 



In the midst of all the brainstorming 
I learned about the Tennessee Renewable 
Energy & Economic Development Council. 
TREEDC. TREEDC is a state wide group of 
70 mayors working hard to bring about the 
realization of green power sources.

A big part of what Ms. Wright does is to 
reach out to organizations like TREEDC and find 
new ways to expand. Personally, she is learning all 
that she can from those more experienced in the 
alternative energy business, and will put all her 
new knowledge to work for TVA. 

And what is the ultimate goal of Ms. 
Wright? In her own words she said- “ I want to in- 
crease the demand by partnering with other organi- 
zations to raise the level for short and long term 
goals when it comes to all kinds of alternative en- 
ergy.” In doing this, TVA will be paving a new, 
cleaner path for all of us to take. 

My second interview was with Warren P. 
Nevad. He is with the Tennessee Municipal Tech- 
nical Advisory Service and is also the founder and 
director of TREEDC. His part in the meeting was 
to draw all of the newest cutting edge programs 
together into one place. 

The best way to put it is speed dating for 
industry. Everyone gets to give a quick 15 minute 
presentation and a chance for questions at the end. 
This format allows the sharpest minds of today to 
congregate and combine all the new propositions 
and ideas. 

The short term goals of Mr. Nevad and 
TREEDC is to raise the number of cities and coun- 
ties involved from 70 to over 100 by 2012. They 
are also looking to find 300 residential customers 
to sign up for the green power switch program. 

Long term, UT is trying to link up with 
Dupont, Denisco, and Genera Energy to construct 
at least 10 bio-refineries across the state. All to- 
gether they would generate 1 billion gallons of next 
generation cellulose ethanol.

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The US government has set a mandate of 
36 billion gallons to be produced by 2022. The 
other long term goal is to help communities be- 
come more self-sustainable. A big way TREEDC is 
doing that is by bringing in colleges and universi- 
ties. Hiwassee is now officially part of TREEDC. 
The goal is to get the word out to inform all those 
ignorant of this movement. 

In fact, Dr. Tricoli was especially praised 
by TREEDC for her recent steps in making Hiwas- 
see a more self-sustainable campus. Due to her en-

Dogs In Your Room By: Will Horton 



The College reserves the right : 

1. To enter any room (by authorized personnel) 

2. To change or cancel room assignments in the interest of 
health or discipline 

3. To levy or collect fines 

4. To inspect or search student rooms and their contents for 
damage and noncompliance with College standards, poli- 
cies, and the Honor Code. 

This right is given to Resident Directors, campus security, 
and College officials. Advance notice of room entry will be 
given when the situation is appropriate; however, such no- 
tice is not required. Students residing in the room need not 
be present.

This part of the Student Handbook is from the 
section titled “Student Conduct.” It basically states Hi- 
wassee holds the right to do whatever they want with 
your room even with all of your things in it. Hiwassee 
can search your room whenever they want, with whom- 
ever they deem necessary, with or without your know- 
ing or being there. 

During this spring semester our Administration 
decided to exercise its rights to bring any authorized 
personnel into random rooms. One Monday morning 
there were three Monroe County Sheriffs Department 
cars outside the Barker Learning Center. Two of them 
had a K-9 mark on it. 

These dogs were led around parts of the Barker 
Learning Center, Allison Hall, and Brock Hall. When 
in the dormitories the dogs were randomly assigned 
rooms to go into and see if anything was found. Noth- 
ing was found by the searches in these three buildings. 

Hiwassee is a private Methodist college with a 
long history of promoting a Christian environment. 

This “Christian environment” can be thrown into ques- 
tion by what happened on 
this Monday. Are Chris- 
tians supposed to suspicious 
of each other? 

There had been no 
major event or any viola- 
tions that had recently hap- 
pened that required drug 
dogs to be in the dorms. 
When brought in they did 
not find anything. Clearly 
no noncompliance with 
rules or honor code was 
| taking place. 




The University of Alabama (Birmingham) 
has drug dogs randomly go through their dorms 
too. However, they found meth in one of the dorms 
the year before. If something like this had hap- 
pened at Hiwassee many more students would 
probably be ok with it. 

For a small college with a small number of 
students that is proud of its amazing Christian envi- 
ronment, maybe we should focus a little more on 
trusting each other.

Genera, after the government startup of biofu- 
els initiative, is going to start managing a separate bio- 
mass supply industry. That is currently still getting off 
of the ground with the help of several of Genera’s in- 
dustry partners.

This one sitting provided me 
with the problem, causes, and solutions of modern en- 
ergy. I left a more educated, more informed person.

The International Interview

Sebastian from the Black Forest 

Interviewer : So Sebastian , how do you feel being an inter- 
national visitor in the states, especially in Tennessee? 
Sebastian: Very good, my first year was a little tough, but 
after a semester you get into the atmosphere of studying 
and making new friends here. You start to settle down and 
it’s not hard anymore like it was at first. 

Interviewer: What is your impression of the east Tennessee 
area? How does it differ from other states? 

Sebastian: My impression is east Tennesseans are much 
different than what I heard from other southern states, like 
Georgia, Alabama, and Florida. I enjoy the mountain re- 
gion for hiking and driving on the roads, which lead 
through a coniferous forest. The history of this area is very 
different from Texas, which I first visited. While in west 
Texas, people mainly talk about the new west and a new 
way of life. While in Tennessee the people think about 
their heritage and good southern hospitality. 

Interviewer: How is East Tennessee different from Ger- 
many? 

Sebastian: Well, I would say the humidity is much higher 
in warmer seasons of the year, which makes a huge 
weather difference since Germany is a more temperate re- 
gion. Germany is more heavily populated than here, with 
people living much more closely together. While here a 
town can be spread-out, with one family per acre, people in 
Germany live mainly in apartments the size of houses. 
Interviewer: What do you miss the most from your home? 
Sebastian: My family and the people I left behind. 

Giovanna from Bavaria 

Interviewer : What is your name and where are you from? 
Giovanna: My name is Manuela Giovanna Donnithome- 
Tait, nee Hillreiner, and I am from Southern Germany - a 
region called ’Bavaria’. I was born in Munich (Miinchen) 
and grew up between there and Augsburg. 

Interviewer: How did you hear about Hiwassee College? 
Giovanna: I moved to the U.S. to be with my British hus- 
band, whose company had transferred him to Knoxville. 
When I came here, I did not want to give up horseback rid- 
ing and started riding at a small stable just down the street 
where we lived. One of the trainers there told me, ’’You 
should really ride with Christy Hart,” so I scheduled and 
took lessons from her throughout the summer and learned 
in due course about the College. 

Interviewer : What are you going to study? 

Giovanna: Equine Management & Training 
Interviewer: How do you like the College so far? 

Giovanna: I love College - Christy is hands down one of 
the best teachers in theory and praxis I have ever had and I 



am enjoying greatly learning under her. The student 
community is great, welcoming, and always has some- 
thing fun going on, and the general Faculty always has 
an open ear for you. I love that Hiwassee is such a small 
campus, that one really has a chance to get to know eve- 
ryone here. It is like a family. 

Interviewer : What is your impression of the USA and 
how is it different from Germany? 

Giovanna: There are a lot of differences. The vastest dif- 
ference I think is culture, food, environmental awareness 
and of course language. Germans take different things 
more seriously than Americans do - and we take other 
things with a dose of humor than Americans do. 
Interviewer : What is the one thing that you miss the 
most about your home? 

Giovanna: Traveling and history. I lived in Austria - just 
south of Germany for five years and did the apprentice- 
ship to be a tourist guide for Austria. Austria’s and Bava- 
ria’s histories are very closely linked and one would not 
exist without the other. In Europe, one cannot avoid 
breathing and living history because everything is just so 
OLD and everything has a story about it - stories some- 
times, which reach back to BC times. What I also miss 
like crazy is the fast way of traveling. In Europe within 3 
hours of driving you can easily find 5 different countries, 
5 different languages, 5 different cultures.

Located on Essay Road in Knoxville, Litton’ s 
has been in business since 1946, serving baked goods 
and, in our opinion, the best burgers this side of Tennes- 
see. Joel Kirk, co-founder of Hot Eats, called ahead to 
reserve a table for thirteen. Upon entering, we were 
greeted by staff and, despite how busy they were that 
evening, they were all smiles, welcoming us warmly. 

Then we noticed the massive bakery case, lined 
with key lime pies, and just about every kind of cake 
you can imagine. After waiting only a few short mo- 
ments, we were escorted to our table by the owner, 

Barry Litton. 

Upon sitting down, our waitresses promptly 
came, took our drink orders, and then our dinner orders; 
nearly everyone ordered one of these amazing burgers, 
from the Burger Platter to the Thunder Road. Despite 
there being thirteen of us, our food came not twenty 
minutes after we had sat down. In a direct quote from 
Hiwassee’s own, Dr. Robert Allen, “The cows are proud 
to die for these burgers.” 

The burgers, as you can see from the photo, are 
massive, and they taste just as amazing as they are big. 
Most of the team had bacon on their burgers, and we 
agree that this was the best bacon we have ever had on a 
burger; crispy and full of flavor. Something else that 
elevates these burgers to a whole new standard is the 
fact that Litton’ s makes their own burger buns. 

A few team members still had the stomach 
space to have dessert after their meals; one member had 
the key lime pie and a second ordered a side of straw- 
berry cake. Both team members had their mouths too 
full and were smiling too contently to give a statement 
on how their desserts were. 

The single issue the team had with Litton’ s 
were the fries; a number of us felt that the fries could 
have been improved with a little seasoning. While I do 
not disagree with their statements, I feel personally that 
if you go to Litton’ s for the fries you were missing the 
point of going entirely. Students who visit Litton’ s 
should be aware that they do not offer a discount to stu- 
dents who present identification, and they should also 
be aware that Litton’ s can be pricey.

Hiwassee College held its annual Honors Day 
Award Ceremony on Friday, April 27 in the Butcher 
Auditorium. 

The Hardwick- Johnston Award was presented 
to Blaina Tallent Best, Tellico Plains, Tennessee. This 
award is presented annually to the student who ranks 
highest in achievement, loyalty and scholarship 
through active involvement in and contribution to the 
fulfillment of the purposes of Hiwassee College. It is 
named for the Hardwick and Johnston families from 
Cleveland, Tennessee. 

The Sidney Gilbreath Citizenship Award was 
presented to Abel Victorino Carrico, Cabo Frio, Bra- 
zil. This award is presented each year to a member of 
the graduating class who displays qualities in leader- 
ship, honesty, loyalty, personality and cooperation. It 
is named for the 6th president of Hiwassee College. 
Scholarship winners included:
